LUMBERMEN OBJECT TO RATES. 
Railways Content That With Advanced 
Rate Increase Will be Very Low. 


Ottawa, Sept, 21—The application 
of the Canadian Lumber interests for 
disallowance of new rates for lumber 
on railways was again before the rail- 
way commission today. Figures as to 
the effect of the new schedule of rates 
were produced by moth th¢ lumber 
companies and the railway campanies. 

The C. P. R. on receipt of $926,000 
from lumber haulage showed an in 
creased revenue of $24,000 while the 
G, T. P. showed an increase in rey- 
enue of $14,000 as a result of the new 
rates. The combined result was an 
increase of 3.14 per cent. The rail- 
ways claimed that if all kinds of lum- 
ber traffie were considered the in- 
crease of the two companies was only 
1.05 per cent. The C. \. R. claimed 
that their reetiyts had clecreased, 

The Lumberman’s* assocration stated 
that the new tarilf inereased the 
charges by $49,807°in one year,"An ay- 
erage increase of $1.51 per car, At was 
agreed that the rates. bad been reduc. 
ed where traffic is small and increas- 
ed where it is large. Counsel for the 
railways claimed that .the margin 
upon which they were working was 
extremely barrow, 

IMicit Still in Montreal. 

Montreal, Sept. 21—The revenue de- 
partment has issued.a warrant for the 
arrest of the owner of an illicit distil- 
lery at 1487 Notre Dame street. The 
department has taken charge of the 
house where they found a complete 
still fully equipped. Emerie Riendeau

Indian Harbor, that he too had reach. 
ed the pole on April 6th, one year 
after Dr. Cook. 

Cook Will Produce Proofs. 

New York, Sept. 21.—‘Dr. Cook, 
will you make a reply to Commander 
Peary’s repeated charges that you did 
not reach the north pole.” 

“You may say for me once and for 
all,’ said Dr. Cook, “that I have 
nothing to say regarding Mr. Peary. 
Whatever he has done is his, and I 
have-not one word to say against 
him. What I have done is mine and 
I cannot see that Mr. Peary can pos- 
sibly say or do anything that requires 
any answer. 

“I discovered the north pole. T[ 
have plenty of proof, moral and physi- 
col, that I did so. I will not enter 
into a mud-slinging contest with Mr, 
Peary, Who cannot possibly be con- 
cerned in my diseovery.” 

Dr. Cook, as he spoke, was resting 
one arm on the right shoulder vf 
John Bradley, who financially back- 
ed his expedition. He was resting, 
after receiving 5,000 friends who call- 
ed at the Brooklyn club, Brooklyn, 
during the afternoon today to give 
him welcome. “If you will not talk 
Peary, will you make clear the seem- 
ing mystery that covers Whitney’: 
part in the announcement or conceal- 
ment of the discovery of the pole by 
yourself?’ was the next questions put 
to Dr. Cook. 

“Willingly,” he replied. ‘‘Theré is 
no mystery. Harry Whitney knows 
that 1 discovered the pole not only 
from what 1 told him, but from what 
he learned from others. Mr. Whitney 
is a gentleman, f entrusted him with 
certain facts under pledge of secreey 
and he has done as I know he would. 
He has kept my secret but will tell 
the truth when asked.” 

Whitney Retains Secret. 


“Tt haa been stated that you let: 
certain of your personal belongings 
with Mr. Whitney, ‘Just what did 


you give him” 

“T gave Mr. Whitney one sextant, 
one or two compasses and a ew 
sheets of paper, that is all,” 

“Did you tell him you had reached 
the uorth pole?” 

“Yes, IT told him that, and Pritch- 
and one other man, heard the 
conversation. All promised to keep 
the secret.” 

“Just what really happened at 
Ktah upon your return, Dr. Cook?” 

“Did you read the morning papers?”
